The  battalion  cr.rsr.  J.  uU  participate  in  the  3d  Marine  Division 
inLei;:  !/^r.wo  programs.  The  Battalion  32  attended  daily  intelligence 
briefings  oonduoted  by  the  3d  Marine  Division  (FWD)  and  oonduoted  a  daily 
intelligence  briefing  for  the  battalion  staff  and  batteries  looated  at  the 
Bong  Ea  Combat  Base*  Battery  D  looated  at  Phu  Bai  obtained  its  daily 
intelligence  summaries  and  briefings  fron  the  4th  Marine  Regiment,  vfcile 
Battery  C  at  Camp  J*J*  Carroll  obtained  its  intelligence  by  attending  3d 
Marine  Regiment  briefings.  The  Battalion  32  also  forwarded  pertinent 
intelligence  to  Batteries  C  and  B*  Personnel  of  the  battalion  continued 
to  perfoxn  daylight  patrols  outside  Sector  II  of  the  Bong  Ha  Combat  Base* 
Personnel  manning  M42’ s  and  M551  s  that  provided  seourity  for  engineer 
personnel  working  on  roads  in  the  area  often  established  oontaot  with  the 
oivilian  populace.  On  several  occasions  they  obtained  reports  of  enemy 
positions  and  planned  artillery/riortar  attacks*  These  reports  were  passed 
to  the  supported  Marine  units  for  action*  Thors  was  a  general  increase  in 
enemy  activity  in  the  area  from  Bong  Ha  to  the  MZ  during  the  past  quarter* 
The  enemy  mounted  coordinated  mortar,  rocket,  and  artillery  attacks  against 
TJ.S.  and  GVN  bases  to  divert  attention  from  true  objectives*  In  early  Mcy 
battalion-sized  ground  attacks  wore  launched  concurrently  at  £iang  Tri 
and  Con  Thien,  The  enemy  continued  his  H  &  I  artillery  program  against  Con 
Thien  and  the  Provisional  artillery  Battalion  at  Gio  Linh.  Bong  Ha  Combat 
Base  came  under  heavy  nighttime  attacks,  and  in  July  for  the  first  tine, 
the  base  received  H  &  I  fires  during  daylight  hours,  Igent  reports,  ob¬ 
served  muzzle  flashes,  and  electronic  equipment  have  detemined  the  position 
of  the  enemy  artillery  pieces  to  be  appro xLmately  8-10KM  northwest  of  the 
Bong  Ha  Combat  Base.  lids  attests  to  the  ability  of  the  enemy  to  move 
large  artillery  weapons  well  south  of  the  BIZ  and  to  keep  them  well  concealed 
and  camouflaged  fron  friendly  forces.  Basod  on  the  above,  it  1b  oonooivaJblo 
that  the  enemy  could  launch  ground  attacks  on  friendly  units  in  the  area 
supported  by  artillery  from  both  north  and  south  of  tho  IMZ.  Aircraft 
supporting  Marine  ground  forces  were  also  fixed  upon  by  surfaco-to-air 
missiles  as  far  south  aa  Bong  Ha*  An  increase  of  enemy  sightings  was 
reported  at  almost  every  point  and  sizoablo  engagements  fought  north  of 
Con  Thien  indicated  increased  enemy  infiltration  through  the  IMZ.  Enemy 
attempts  to  Interdict  Route  1  with  artillery  shells  being  used  as  mineai 
in  addition  to  the  standard  Soviet  and  Cliicon  products,  oontinued*  In  late 
July,  a  spoiled  enemy  ambush  between  Ca  Lu  and  Khe  Sanh  on  Route  9  indi¬ 
cated  that  the  enemy  still  has  tho  ability  to  conduct  well  planned  and 
thorough  ambushes  of  motor  convoys  in  forces  up  to  regimental  size*

(1)  Regulation  Number  350-1,  Headquarters ,  let  Battalion 
(AW)  (SP)  44th  Artillery,  was  published  11  July  1967*  The  purpose  of  tho 
regulation  is  to  provide  guidance  to  units  of  this. battalion  on  planning, 
conducting,  and  supervising  the  military  training  of  all  assigned  and 
attached  personnel* 

(2)  Tho  majority  of  the  daily  training  program  (92  days) 
was  concontratod  on  OJT  at  tho  seotion  and  squad  lovol  due  to  tho  influx 
of  now  personnel  under  tho  infusion  program.  ALthou^i  these  personnel 
wore  transferred  from  a  similar  type  unit,  tho  efficiency  of  the  units 
was  somewhat  impaired  until  tho  crews  had  ample  opportunity  to  train 
together  as  a  team. 

(3)  The  requirement  for  squad  and  seotion  level  training  was 
also  nccossary  due  to  the  wide  dispersion  of  battery  elements  throughout 
the  I  Cozp  Tactical  Zone.  There  has  boon  no  time  when  an  entire  battoiy 
has  been  together  to  allow  for  battery  sizo  classes. 

(4)  A  training  program  has  boon  set  up  at  battery  level  to 
allow  now  personnel  from  CONUS  to  become  integrated  into  tho  unit  operation 
prior  to  thoir  commitment  to  actual  combat  situation*

4*  Chemical*  3d  MARDIV  direotod  that  personnel  deployed  to 
field  looations  would  be  required  to  have  individual  protective  masks  in* 
their  possession  at  ell  times*  There  havo  been  reports  of  possible  enemy 
use  of  chemical  irritant  agents  in  this  tactical  area*  Proper  fitting  and 
testing  of  protective  masks  is  stressed  in  the  unit  training  program* 

e.  PSYVAR*  Bio  battalion  continued  its  Reward  Program  in 
accordance  with  3d  Marine  Division  Order  7230*1  dated  6  February  1967* 
Leaflets  and  posters  obtained  through  U&IC  channels  were  distributed  to  the 
civilian  populace  by  M42  and  M55  crews  providing  security  along  primary 
road  nets  in  the  area*  In  addition*  battalion  personnol  on  patrols  carry 
leaflets  and  posters  that  are  shown  to  Vietnamese  civilians  encouraging 
them  to  reveal  the  location  of  enemy  mines  and  booby  traps*  During  the 
reporting  period* a  total  of  VN$1080  was  paid  to  civilians  for  actual  delivery 
of  explosives* 

4*  (C)  Logistics*  Logistic  support  and  maintenance  during  the  re¬ 

porting  period  have  greatly  improved.  However,  some  maintenance  support 
problems  continue  to  exist  and  have  hampered  the  tactical  mission  of  the 
battalion*  Many  pieces  of  signal  communication  equipment  have  been  lost 
in  support  maintenance  channels.  Repair  parts,  particularly  for  the  M42 
weapons  system,  continue  to  bo  in  short  supply,

a*  Dai  An  Hamlet  (YD  270590) 

The  battalion  has  actively  supported  a  pig  cooperative  project 
for  the  hamlot  by  preparing  plans  and  supplying  materials  for  a  shelter 
16  X  40  feet,  capable  of  housing  110  pigs*  Local  villagers  accomplished 
all  manual  labor  on  the  construction  of  the  shelter,  and  it  is  near  com¬ 
pletion.  In  addition,  the  battalion  obtained  nine  (9)  forty  pound  pigs 
from  the  29th  CA  Company  in  Da  Nang  for  delivery  to  the  villagers  to  sup¬ 
plement  their  existing  stock.  The  pigs  ore  being  fed  from  mess  hell  waste 
delivered  daily  by  the  battalion  to  the  hamlet* 

b.  During  the  quartorly  reporting  period,  the  battalion  employed 
10-20  local  nationals  daily  from  Ha  Thanh  (YD  2206 99)  refugee  hamlet  for 
the  purpose  of  filling  send  bags  for  bunkers  and  gin  positions.  Those 
laborers  were  paid  with  USAID  commodities  under  the  supervision  of  tho 
Battalion  Executive  Officer.
